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The King George VI Large Key Type Revenue and Postage High Value Stamps 1937-1953 used for Postage 


This exhibit shows the printings and the development of head and frame plate flaws of the high-value revenue and postage stamps issued during the reign of King George VI (KGVI) - known as the "large key 
plates." The exhibit shows proofs, printings, sheets, plate reconstructions, flaws and postal usage for Bermuda, Leeward Islands and Nyasaland Protectorate where the large key plates were used for postal 
purposes. 


The large key plate stamps were introduced in 1908 for the high value stamps of the Nyasaland Protectorate following a proposal by De La Rue and Company (DLR) for a universal colour scheme which would 
have the equivalent values for each colony printed in the same colours. Although this key type design persisted into the early 1950's only three colonial administrations, Bermuda, Leeward Islands and 
Nyasaland Protectorate, selected it for their KGVI high value postage stamps. DLR were responsible for all the printing of the KGVI large key type stamps which are exhibited here except where the printing 
and perforating of the Bermuda stamps in the middle of 1941 was outsourced to Williams Lea and Company due to bombing of the DLR plant. 


The large key plate stamps were printed in sheets of 60 stamps in five rows of 12. This 60-set was surrounded by two "jubilee lines" to help spread the pressure of the inking and printing across the plate 
and lessen any damage. In addition, plate numbers (“1”) were inserted above position 2 and below position 59 for all first printings including the Nyasaland 10/ reprint but does not appear on the Leeward 
Islands 1938 10/. Subsequent issues do not have the plate number inserted above position 2.

The 60 set (60 stamps - 5 
rows and 12 columns) 
surrounded by two jubilee 
lines is shown here made 
up of two half sheets.

Each plate also 
has two jubilee lines, the 
inner line printed in the 
colour of that particular 
plate. The outer jubilee line 
has varying breaks thus 
helping to identify plate 
postiions when the 
selvedge is present. 


The plate plug is in the 
colour of the head and is 
the same across the 
colonies. Plate plugs above 
stamp 2 always indicate the 
first printing. Damage to 
the plate plugs under 
stamp 59 help to identify 
the printing.

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Printings of the Keyplates 


There were 82 printings of the large keyplates across the colonies. Collecting complete sheets of each printing is not always possible and because of the number of printings they may not all exist. The 
Yendall book helps to identify which sheet a stamp comes from and if the stamp has an HPF or an FF it is possible to position the stamp within the sheet. So a common practice is to 'plate' the sheet. This 
is accomplished by collecting multiples or singles (mint or used) and positioning them where they came from. Although the daylight colours are described throughout the exhibit used material sometimes 
loses some of its original lustre. The remainder of this exhibit attemps to identify the various keyplate printings and flaws both major and minor within the printings.
